Natlonal Congress of Farmers

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 3.—The farm ­ 
ers’ national congress Thursday decided 
by an overwhelming vote to stand by 
F ort W orth, Tex., as the place for the 
m eeting in 1898.

NEW COIFFURE 
The goods should be squeezed in soapy 
water, and the water should bo changed 
several times until the last water re­ 
mains clean. 
Tho material must then be 
folded so that it is of three or four thick­ 
nesses aud pulled gently crosswise and 
lengthw ise. 
It can be pressed with a hot 
iron while still damp, but this is not de­ 
sirable, because tho iron is apt to push the 
threads aside and spoil the evenness of 
the weaving. The best way is to continue 
to pull it softly until it is perfectly dry, 
and as it dries quickly this will not take 
long. 
Washing gauze gives it a surface 
like very Ado crape, but that is no especial 
disadvantage. 
The millinery mode is for hats with 
rather high crowns of various shapes.
